The dissemination and delivery within CIA of CIA cables Is essentially 
the same as described above. CIA cables in the form received are not 
disseminated outside CIA. The intelligence content of such cables is 
given to USIB members in Clandestine Service© Infonaatlon Reports or in 
TBCl ' a, as appropriate.
